THEIR DYING CRIES HEARD ABOVE THE 
FIRE’S ROAR. 


Five Men Killed by the Falling of a Col- 
Mery Cage—Perilous Voyage of Six 
Yale Studentse—Miners Buried Under 
Tons of Slate-—A Boating Party Car- 
ried Over a Dam. 


Lorpor, May 9.—It has been ascertained 
that fifteen persons were sleeping in Scott’s 
oyster bar in Coventry street, which was 
Gestroyed by fire last night. The origin of 
that fireisunknown. The building was en- 
tirely gutted in an hour, and it was thought 
that many of those in the bullding when the 
fire broke out had perished. The four bodies 
taken from the ruins were those of walters. 
They were on the top floor and sought to 
make theirescape by means of a window, 
but they found it impossible to get it open. 
While they were struggling with the re- 
fractory sashes the fire had cut 
of their eschpe frum the room. Their 
shrieks and cries for help could be heard on 

streets, but it was beyond human power 
toaidthem. The lower partof the restaur- 
ant was aroaring, seething mass of flames 
and no one could approach the building be- 
cause of the intense heat. The four men im- 
prisoned in the room were soon Overcome by 
the smoke. The other eleven, some of whom 
asthought had perished, saved them 
ves by rushing to the roofand reaching an 
adjoining building. 


A PERILOUS VOYAGE. 


BIX YALE STUDENTS SWAMPED IN A GALE ON 
LONG ISLAND SOUND, 

New HAVEN, Conn., May 9.—Six Yale stu- 
dents left this city on Saturday morningona 
boat in which they intended to cross Long 
Isiand Sound. Onthe way they met friends 
On boardthe Yale, for which vessel they 
traded theirown. With the Yale they then 
crossed the sound and covered part of their 
homeward journey when the peak halyard 
broke. The wind was blowinga gale aud the 
breakers washed over the boat, threatening 
to sink the vessel every moment. It as 
found that the pumps would not work,and at 
the most critical moment, when it seemed 
that destruction was inevitable, they found 
an old fruit canin the bottom of the boat. 
With this they balled the boat without a mo- 
ments rest during the entire time of twelve 
hours until 7 o’clock yesterday morning,when 
aiter beating about until noon, they reached 
shore. They ianded here, completely worn 
out, one of their number, Noon, having to be 

ed home and placed under medical care. 


OVER THE DAM. 


TW. OF A PLEASURE PARTY DROWNED IN THE 
MIAMI RIVER, 

CINCINNATI, O., May 9.—Last evening a #kiff 
‘Tontaining Alice Laurul, Kate Clark, Lizzie 
Tenhuendfeld and John Bolen started from 
the boat-house at Woodsdale Island fora 
row down the Big Miami River. They passed 
the danger signal without noticing it and got 
into the current, which carried the party 


overthe dam. Misses Laurul and Clark were 
drowned, while Miss Tenhuendfeld and Bolen 
nurrowly escaped the same fate. A picnic 
given by the United States Express messen- 
gers was being held on the tsiand when the 
accident happeued. 


THE CAGE FELL. 
FIVE MINERS INSTANTLY KILLED AND OTHERS 
INJURED. 

BrvUsse.s, May 9.—A fatalaccident occurred 
to-day atthe Trievasin Colilery atGilly, a 
village three miles northeast of Hainaut. The 
day shift were entering the pit and the cage 
was crowded with miners whowere being 
lowered into the mine. suddenly the chain, 
by which means the cage was raised and iow- 


ered, broke and thecage and its occupants 
were precipitated to the bottom of the pit. 
Five of the miners were instantly killed and 
some of the Others were badly injured. 


UNDER 100 TONS OF COAL. 

Lowpor, May 9.—A frightful accident oc- 
curred to-day; atthe Manvers main colliery 
in Yorkshire. A number of miners were at 
work loosening coal in a remote section of 
the pit. Suddenly a quantity of coal, about 
one hundred tons in weight, fell upon them 


from the roof of the shaft, crushing the life 
out of. several of them and badly injuring 
Others. Three are known to have been killed, 
and two more were dragged alive from under 
the coal. The cause of the. accident was a 
lack ofgproper precautions in furnishing sup- 
ports as,the work progressed. 


BAD RAILWAY WRECK. 

ANDERSON, Ind., May 9%.—This city has 
been the scene of a disastrous railway 
wreck, fortunately involving only a 
heavy loss of property. At the 
crossing of the Chicago & Southeastern 
and the Michigan division of the Big Four 
Raliroads, engine No, s8 ofthe former com- 
peey crashed into the _ through freight, 
otaily demolishing the engine and 
two box cars with nitro gilycer- 
ine, + which luckily did not explode.

The property loss will 
amount to $10,000.

HOT COALS FOR HALSTEAD. 


Geo. C. Gorham Recalls Some War His- 
tory Showing a Change of Views. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 9.—Geo. C. Gor- 
ham, whois editing for publication the let- 
ters and papers of Edwin M. Stanton, Presi- 
dent Lincoln’s great War Secretary, in an 
open letter to Editor Murat Halstead, scores 
that gentleman somewhat severely for his in- 
consistency, showing how the editor has 
changed his views on important incidents in 
the history of the Rebellion. 

Recently, it willbe remembered Mr. Gor- 
ham took Senator John Sherman totask for 
criticisms of Stanton made inan address in 
New York, in relation to the terms of surren- 
der proposed by Gen. W. T. Sherman :to Joe 
Johnson. Mr. Gorham confounded the Sena- 


tor by producing a lotter written by him at 
the time of the surrender, in which Stanton’s 
action in repudiating Gen. Sherman’s terms, 
was heartily indorsed. 

Upon this latter incident Editor Halstead 
wrote a letter a few weeks agotoa Cincin- 
nati paper, which was devoted mainly toa 
defense of the'terms agreed upon by Geas. 
Sherman and Johnston. Taking up this let- 
ter, Mr. Gorham thus points out the incon- 
sistency of Halstead. He says: 


I have not a word to say here concerning the terms 
themseives. You have just as good a right to ap- 
prove themas John Sherman had to disapprove. I 
findin Mr Stanton'’s reasons for their disapproval 
no such ‘‘infirmity’’ as youdo, He was indorsed at 
the time by the public men and by the masses on the 
side of the Union. The memory of Stanton caa 
stand any amount of criticism on them. 

Your judgments of men are not always infallfble, 
for even you have been known to set aside that calin, 
judicial frame of mind in which you now censure 
Stanton for differing with Gen. Sherman. Take as 
au example yourown comments on the Sheriman- 
Johnstou terms as they appeared in the editorial 
columns of your paper, the Cincinnati Commercial, 
in 1865. On April 24 of that year you said: 

**We have not the good news from North Carolina 
that we hoped and expected to place before our 
readers at this date. 

‘*Instead of forcing Johnston to surrender his 
forces on the terms made with Lee’s army by 
Grant, which were abundantly iiberal,.Gen. Sher- 
Inman entered into negotiations with the view of 
making a general peace, and he seems nearly to 
have forgovten that he was exceeding his authority. 

**The course of the Government in overruling the 
armistice of Sherman will be approved by all who 
are in favor of prolonging the wartothe extent of 
obtaining & reasonable amount of indemnity for the 
past and of security for the future.*’ 

‘*it woulda be a very stupid thing, indeed, to invite 
the rebels at the moment when their military power 
is crushed to take ou themselves the political man- 
agement of the nation.’’ 

April 28 you said: 

hat he committed a mistakein his peace nego- 
tiations is clear enough. He ought to have destroyed 
Johnson's army or have forced its surrender on terms 
similar to those granted Lee,’’ 

These utterances are greatly at variance with your 
letter of the 23u iostant. 

Not content with the coals he thus heaps on 
Editor Halstead’s head Mr. Gorham contin- 
ues:

In October of that year Gen. Sherman, in a con- 
ference with Secretary of War Cameron, urged him 
to increase the Union forces in Kentucky from 18,- 
000 to 60,000, and expressed the opinion that 
200,000 wowid be needed before the end. On return- 
ing to Washington Secretary Cameroun submitted to 
the Adjutant-General a memorandum of events dur- 
ing his absence, and in that memorandum referred 
to Gen. Sherman's ‘‘ingane request for 200,000 
men.*’ Of course he simply meant by that to em- 
phasize what he deemed the aunreasonableness of the 
request. This phrase became public, and Sherman 
was published throughout the country as being 
insane.

Commercial, and gives these 
samples from the files of that paper of 1861:

It appears that he was attimes when in command 
in Kentucky STARK MAD. 

We learn that he onetime telegraphed to the War 
Department three times in one day for permission to 
evacuate Kentucky and retreat into Indiana. He also 
on several occasions frightened the Union men of 
Louisville out of their wits by the most astonishing 
representations of the overwhelming forces of Buck- 
ner, and the assertion that Louisville could not be 
defended. 

The retreat from Cumberland Gap was one of his 
MAD FREAKS, aud when relieved from command 
in Kentucky he was sentto Missouri and placed at 
the head of a brigade at Sedalia, when the shocking 
factthathe wasa MAIIMAN was developed by the 
orders that his subordinates knew to be preposterous 
and refused to obey. 

But Gorham oes not drop the matter here: 
Continuing he says: 

I have otherinstances at hand to show that you 
are liable to errin your judgmentsof men. For ex- 
ample, ina letter you wrote to Secretary Chase on 
the 19th day of February, 1863, you said: 

‘our noble Army of the Mississippi is being 
wasted by the foolish, drunken, H 
cannot organize or control or fightan army. I have 
no personai feeling about it, but I know that he is an 
ass. Thereis notamvung the whole list of. retired 
major-generaisa man whois not Grant’s superior.

WM. ASTOR’S BODY. 


The Funeral Party Arrive From Europe— 


The Draytons Meet. 

New York, May 9.—The remains of Wm. 
Astor arrived on board the French steamer La 
Bourgoyne Sunday morning at 9 o’clock and 
was takenin charge by the sexton of the 
Trinity Chapel, The remains were inclosed 
ina metallic coffin set into a black cloth- 
covered casket which was covered witha 
white oak case, The remains had been placed 
in a state-room onthe main deck forward. 
As the casket was too large to be taken 
through the door, the partition at the back 
was taken out and replaced when the casket 
had been deposited there and the key kept by 
Capt. Lebvbouef. The upper berth was re- 
moved and the casket placed on the lower 
berth. Overit was spreada white silk pall 
with a large black cross embroidered in the 
middie. Atthe top was alsoa small Maltese 
cross. The walis were draped with white 
curtains with black crosses. Gn the floor 
were placed two scarlet silk cushions. A sin- 
gie electric lamp lighted the apartment. ‘Ihe 
pail was covered with box wood and smilax. 

Mrs. Astor had all her meals served by her 
maid in another state-room on the hurricane 
deck. Mrs. Drayton dined with the other 
passengers sitting at the captain’s table. 
Mrs.. Astor left her room every morning at 10 
o’clock. Mrs. Drayton joined her, both being 
dressed in the deepest of mourning and car- 
ried prayer-books. They went to the impro- 
visa mortuary chapel and remained in 
seciusion for hours. Applications for the 
curious to be allowed to visit the chamber of 
the dead were firmly refused -by the captain. 
Mrs. Drayton’s appearance each evening at 
dinner caused a slight flutteramong the 
American passengers who knew of the recent 
scandal. 

It transpires that Coleman Drayton was at 
the pier to meetthe remains and as his wife 
came down the gang plank he stepped for- 
ward and offered his arm. Mrs. Drayton 
neither looked at nor spoke to her husband 
but gently laid her hand upon his arm and 
with nim followed her mother to the carriage 
which was walting. It was all very quickly 
and quietly done, There were few people on 
deck atthetime and the meeting between 
Mr. and Mrs. Drayton attracted little atten- 
tion. 

The funeral services will be held on Thurs- 
day morning. he body was placed ina re- 
ceiving vault. Rev. Morgan Dix will con- 
duct the services.

PRINCETON INDICTED BY DR. ABBOTT—RELIG- 
IOUS MATTERS. 


New York, May 8.—Since Rev. Dr. Lyman 
Abbott, the successor of Henry Ward Beecher, 
avowed his belief in eternal damnation, there 
has not probably been such significant utter- 
ances in the religious World as were contained 
in Dr. Abbott’s sermon in Plymouth Church 
to-day. He arraigned and condemned Prince- 
ton Seminary and its methods. He charged 


that the spirit of traditionalism shown in the 
teachings of the school is the breeder of 
schism and division and the mother of skept!.- 
cism. Dr. Abbott deciared that the 
spirit of traditionalism engenders the spirit 
of hypocrisy, because it drives men from the 

ulpit and bom the church if they do not be- 
fieve, and that it is depriving the church of 
its best and noblest men, Said Dr. 


‘*I indict the spirit of traditionalism be- 
cause itist mother of skepticism. While 
it pretends t@defend the faith, it is destroy- 
ing the faith, and it is destroying the faith 
because itis Gemanding that men shall be- 
lieve, not the great truths of religion, but the 
traditional addenda that have gathered 
about the great truths of religion. Faith is 
faith in God, not in acreed; faith is faith in 
Christ, notina Westminster divine; faith is 
faith in the life that is revealed in the Bible, 
not in the teachings of the nineteenth century

The Poor Disfranchised Upon the Ac- 
ceptance of Charity. 


PARLIAMENT DEVISING MEANS TO RE-

Impressive Funeral Ceremonies at the 
Burial of Hammond, the Dynamite 
Victim—News Notes From the Czar’s

LONDON, May 9.—It is proposed by Parlia- 
ment to prevent the disfranchisement of the 
suffering workingmen in the North and Mid- 
land counties. The guardians of the Middles- 
borough Union have to deal with a large in- 
crease in pauperism arising from the stop- 
page of nearly the whole of the iron and steel 
works inthe Union. The number in receipt 
of relief is nearly 9 per cent of the population. 
Four labor yards have been opened, in which 
nearly two thousand able bodied married 
men are employed on test labor; but the 
board refused to relieve able bodied single 
men, except in the Work-house. Mr. Hanks 
called attention to the fact that several hun- 
dred parliamentary and municipal electors 
would be disfranchised through having been 
forced to accept temporary relief from the 
guardians, and urged that the board should 
invite the four neighboring unions, where 
the exceptional distress exists from the 
same cause, to join ina petition to the lead- 
ers of the House of Commons and the oppos!- 
tion to pass a short act to prevent the whole- 
sale disfranchisement of these electors, who 
have been temporarily pauperized through 
circumstances beyond their control. 


DYNAMITE VICTIM BURIED. 


ALARGE CONCOURSE FOLLOWS HAMMOND TO 
THE GRAVE—PARIS NOTES. 

PARIS, May 9.—The funeral of Hammond, 
the printer who dled Saturday at the St. Louis 
Hospital, fromthe effects of the injuries he 
received in the explosion at the restaurant of 
M. Very, in the Boulevard Magenta, took 
place to-day. The expensesof the funeral 
were borne by the State. The route from the 
hospital to the cemetery of Pere la Chalse, 
where the remains were interred, was lined 
with spectators. A large number of citizens 
followed the body .to the grave. The Presi- 
dent of the Municipal Council delivered an 
address to the spectators at the grave, in 
which he denounced the ruthless and villain- 
ous acts of the Anarchists. 

Ballots were held ina numberof places 
yesterday to decide the election of municipal 
officers. These have added to the victory 
scored by the Republicans at the general 
elections heldon May 1. The only disorders 
reported, were at Lille, capital of the depart- 
ment of the north, and 8t. Jean,department of 
Aude, where several persons were injured in 
election rows. 

There is no sign of the expected increase of 
customs receipts under the Meline tariff. The 
average receipts were 90,000 pounds below 
the estimate. It remains to be seen whether 
this is an effect of the large stocks acquired 
previous to the expiration of the old tariff. 

The government has called the attention of 
the Swiss government to the fact that the un- 
defended condition of the valley of the Rhone 
willallow the access of an Italian army to 
French Territory. The Swiss Bundesrath 
willask the ChamDers for authority to fortify 
Mortigny and St. Maurice. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


SPAIN’S COMMERCIAL TREATY NEGOTIATIONS— 
BRIEFS. 


MADRID, May 9.—A newspaper, comment- 
ing upon the ruptureof foreign commercial 
treaty negotiations, says: *‘‘ Premier Canovas, 
besides being bound to the Protectionists, has 
made such engagements with America 
that he cannot include the West In- 
dian colonies in any European treaty 
of commerce, and he does not desire to con- 
clude other treaties while he retains a hope 
of obtaining a French convention for Spanish 
wines. In the meantime imports and ex- 
ports decline heavily. The decrease in 
revenue for March was £54,000 and for April 
£90,000. The Government organs comment 
upon the sudden departure of the French 
Ambassador following the rupture with 
England.’’

BAD FOR THE BARONS 


Story of the Men Who Saw the Killing of 
Ray and Champion. 

CHADRON, Neb., May 9.—As predicted in 
dispatches sent you Saturday night, the two 
men, Walker and Jones, now in custody as 
witnesses against the cattlemen who killed 
Champion and Ray, the rustlers, make an im- 
portant statement. Their testimony when 
the case of Maj. Wolcott and the other cat- 
tle barons now under arrest comes to trial 
will be very damaging to defendants. 

Walker gives all the details of the killing of 
Champion and Ray. He says that he and 
Jones were passing the ranch where Cham- 
pion and Ray were located, and at the 
time had no knowledge that the regu. 
lators were in the neighborhood 
‘*We stopped,’’ he continues, ‘‘for 
the purpose ofcamping at§ the house, and 
Ray and Champion came out and invited us 
to come in and turn our horses in the past- 
ure. We accepted the offerand went in the 
house and took our bedding and had supper 
withthem, Westaidall night and slept in 
the house. The next morning the old man, 
Jones, gotup, and asthere was no water to 
Cook Dreakfast with, he went to the spring, 
which was about two hundred yards from 
the house, and met the regulators ly- 
ing in the ravine. Being surprised, he 
stopped, and they called to him that it 
was all right, to come on, and he walked 
down and they told him to sit down, that 
they would do him no barm. In a few min- 
utes Icame out and came down to the spring 
for water. When I came to the spring they 
sade me come down and they asked me what 
Iwanted to do, and I said I didnot want 
todo anything but stay with them. They 
then asked me who was in the house. I said 
there was no one there but Champion and 
Ray, and their foreman gave the men orders 
to shoot them on sight, and turned to us and 
said: ‘You can go to our camp and stay 
with us.’ I said I would stay, and the old 
man said he would go to camp, for he was 
not feeling well. One of the party then said, 
‘Who willl go with me to the barn?’ andl 
said ‘I will,’ and we both took our guns, 
crawled around into the barn from where 
we could see the door of the house where 
Champion jand Ray were. When we started 
the leader told the Texan who was with me 
not to shoot unless he was sure he could kill 
hisman. After we got into the barn we laid 
down to watch the door of the cabin. 


“***In a short time Ray came and opened the 


door to look out, and the fellow which the 
party called the ‘Kid’ shot him, and he fell 
at the door, Champion pulled him Inside, 
and while doing so with one hand shot at the 
‘Kid’ with the other and just grazed his 
cheek, drawing blood. When Champion got 
inside he began to fl scuously, being 
greatly excited, ghd the firing was kept up 
until late in the e n. The cattlemen 
then saw that it was \impossible to kill 
Champion without endangering their own 
lives, and they concluded to take a wagon 
which was loaded with hay and back it 
toward the house, keepingin shelter of the 
load of hay so that Champion could not shoot 
them. They backed the load of hay up 
against the house and set fire toi!t, and then 
allran back to the ravine and waited for 
Champion to come out. The house was soon 
in flames, and Champion came out and ran 
north of were the cattlemen were. Heran 
about 200 yards from the house and was shot 
inthe back by two Texans and fell, but fired 
back at the cattlemen. 

‘*‘About this time Jack Flagg and bis son, 
two of the most noted rustlers in Wyoming 
came into view, and before they discovered 
the party of cattlemen, had driven right into 
the circle. The leaders of the cattlemen at 
once yelled: ‘There is Flagg, kill him; kill 
him.’ Flagg, seeing the situation, at once 
laid down in his wagon, and his son,who was 
riding alongside of the wagon, commenced to 
lash the horses. They were soon out ofreach 
of gunshot, and Flagg jumped out of the 
wagon and cut the traces of one of his team 
and jumped on the horse, and as the cattle- 
men’s horses were picketed quite a distance 
from where ee then were, they 
soan got out oOo reach. When the 
leaders saw that Flagg had got away un- 
hurt they at once became very much 
alarmed. Maj. Wolcott said: ‘Now that 
ends our raid; they will be here 1,000 strong 
before night. We must goto Fort McKinne 
at once or we will all lose our lives.’ Wea 
then went back to the house.’’ 

Walker says that the cattlemen, realizing 
that he and Jones would be important wit- 
nesses against them, ordered him and his 
partner to leave the country under pain of 
death. ‘‘We were given,’’ he says, ‘‘asum 
of money and advised to go throygh Mon- 
tana to the British possessions, so we started 
and went out closeto the northern part of 
Wyoming. andthe weather got so baa that 
wecould not go any further, as our horses 
were poor. We staid around the country and 
concealed ourselves as much as possible, 
waiting to get better horses and some money, 
but seme of the rustlers found us and told us 
that we must return to Douglas as we were 
important witnesses against the regulators 
and that we would be protected by them a 
would be properly guarded ‘ 


Walker was asked: ‘‘How much were you. 


offered to leave the State?’’ 

‘*Eighteen hundred dollars each after we 
were beyond the reach of the authorities of 
Johnson County. I refused to give these facts 
before, as I was afraid, owing to the fact that 
l was not in a position where I could consider 
myself safe, but now I am out of the State of 
Wyoming I believe the facts of the case 
should be known to the world, that it ma 
not pronounce us guilty or charge us wit 
fleeing from justice when in fact we never 
wronged any one.’’

The greater number of the squatters’ 
homes are smal! flat boats or floating houses, 
some of them in the water while oth- 
ers are on land supported on 
stilts. When the river is in its 
regular channel there is a strip of land about 
two hundred feet wide between the. B. & 
Q. tracks and the water’sedge. ‘The houses 
of the squatters are scattered 
over this stretch of ground 
and under ordinary conditions ‘*Oklahoma’’ 
seems thickly settled. This morning this 
strip was under waterup to the ralilroad 
tracks,and all the boat-houses, skiffs and 
driftwood were crowded into a space about 
fifty feet wide. Boats on stilts, which were 
kept in good condition, left their earthly sup- 
port and floated on the tide and all the 
boats, rocked by the waves at all seasons, 
crowded inland. Halfa dozen cabins, whose 
owners were too lazy or too improvident to 
prepare for ‘‘a risin’,’’ were submerged and 
perhaps ruined, Onetall, lank squatter, a 
typical river character, was seen 
rowing about his half sunk shanty 
picking upodd planks and wood which had 
drifted off his back stoop. He. ‘went into his 
cabin and after splashinyg around Knee deep 
on his kitchen floor, pulled outacoll of wet 
rope with which he anchored his craft tothe 
supports of the railroad trestle, muttering 
and cursing all the while. 

CAUGHT A LAZY SQUATTER. 

**This beats all,’’ he growled, as he strug- 
gied to steady the skiff and tle the rope at the 
Sametime. ‘‘iwas jus’ about to fix the 
thing ferthe summer. Who’dathought th’ 
river wuza goin’ t’ comeup likeathat in a 
day. It’s a darneadrechrous river wenit

When last seen he was going through the 
parior and kitchen of his boat-house 
wading about with a lamp in his 
hand, hanging everything moveable to the 
celling. There were several sufferers of this 
kind found along the bank, bDiaming the river 
for not waiting until they could fix the hulls 
of their crafts before the rise came. 

Near the foot of Branch street a long line of 


| lumber plles were seen standing in the river 


thirty feet from the shore. Between North 
Market and Biddle streets, where the bank 
has been filled up with ashes, cinders and 
refuse, the water has cut away 
large slices and continues to eat 
toward lumber piles and the foundations of 
saw mills and other houses on the bank. From 
Biddle street south to Chouteau avenue, 
where eve is made, the water 
is in soine piaces

find themselves greatly cramped. No damage 
is reported to boats or freight in front of the 
central portion of the city.

xj The Eighth Annual Convention to Meet in | Judge Morris Decides the Policeman Was 


Not Justified in Beating John Banks, 
Henry W. Keele and Dr. Goebel, two wit- 
nesses for the defense in the case of John 
Banks, who has been on trial for several days 
in the First District Police Court on charges 
of disturbing the peace and resisting a police 
officer, gave their evidence to-day, and 


Judge Morris then discharged the prisoner. 
The trouble occurred a week ago last night 
on the corner of Prospect avenue and Man- 
chester road. Mrs. Banks and her son had 
some wordsin a saloon on the corner and 
Officer Butler requested them and particular- 
7 soe mother to make less noise. She and 
the officer then had it together hot and 
heavy and Butler decided to arrest her, but 
she sat downon the ground andhe fnally 
allowed her to go home. she returned, how- 
ever, ina few minutes with her husband and 
the result was a personal encounter between 
him and Butler, in which Banks came off 
second best. He was arrested and 
locked up on,.two charges. The cases 
were continued several times and finally 
Went totrial last Friday. Thetestimony that 
day was very conflicting, several witnesses 
claiming thatthe officer had clubbed Banks 
without provocation, and as many others 
testifying that Banks began the trouble and 
first assaulted Butler and grabbed bis club 
and that the officer then struck him twice in 
the jaw with his fist, but did not nit him at 
all with his club. Mr. Keele, the principal 
witness to-day, testified that he met Banks 
just before the trouble and walked across the 
street tothe officer. Butler told him to go 
home and Banks answered that he didn’t 
haveto. Butler then struck at him with his 
fist ana Banks caught hold of Mhis 
club and the officer struck him again with his 
fist. The witness could see no more on ac- 
count of the crowd that surrounded the two 
men. Dr. Goebel testified that he attended 
Banks after he had been struck by the officer 
and found that the man’s face was badly 
lacerated and bruised on the left side. Two 
orthree teeth had recently been removed 
from the left jaw and two more were 80 loose 
the witness removed them. One was also 
broken. In his opinion the teeth were 
coenes by a blow, and he didn’t think it 
could have been done with the fist. 

Judge Morris decided that the preponder- 
ance of evidence wasin favor of Banks and 
he discharged him.

SEDALIA AND CHICAGO. 


The Democratic State Convention which 
meets at Sedalia on Wednesday to name 
delegates to the Chicago Convention will 
be composed of Cleveland men, represent- 
ing Cleveland constituencies, and the only 
danger is that the Chicago delegation will 
be too much hampered by the known pref- 
erence of Missouri Democrats to think of 
nominating anybody but CLEVELAND, 
even if they are not bound by instructions 
from the Convention.

Mrs. Meriwether Supposed to Be in Cali- 
fornia—The Ex-Labor Commissioner’s 
Lawyers Are Reticent About the Alle- 
gations Madein the Petition—Story of 
the Couple’s Domestic Infelicities.

A GARKISON FOR 8T. LOUIS, 


A Movement to Make Jefferson Barracks 
a Large Post. 

That it would be of great benefit to the 
army to have a large post established at Jef- 
ferson Barracks is universally admitted in 
military circles. Anofficer of the Quarter- 
master’s department sald in reference to this 
matter: ‘‘Civillans do not realize how great 
a saving is effected by having the troops con- 
centrated at a fewcentral points. Thetrans- 
portation account Is one of the heaviest in all 


the estimates, in many cases exceed- 
ing all other expenses of a gar- 
rison. St. Louis has long been 


the supply center for the entire Southwest, 
andthe garrisons are so arranged that it 
costs almost as much tocarry supplies to 
them as the first cost of the goods. If the 
troops were brought here fully 40 per cent of 
the cost of subsistence and quartermaster’s 
stcres would be cut off. In the old days it 
was necessary to maintain scattered posts on 
account of the inadequacy of railroad com- 
munication. Butat present, with the great 
increase inthe number of railroads, troops 
at St. Louls would be practically 
nearer the location of any probable 
disturbance than they are at present. The 
process of breaking upthe small, expensive 
posts has been carried farther in every part 
ofthe Westthan in the section the natural 
depot of which would be 8st. Louls. Omaha 
bas alarge fort; Camp Sheridan, near Chi- 
cago, Will be garrisoned Dy the troops that 
have heretofore occupied the Northwestern 
posts; the Texas garrisons have been drawn 


to San Antonio, and the _ seotion of 
which St. Louls should the 
headquarters have been left practi- 


cally undisturbed. Neither Leavenworth 
nor Riley can conveniently accommodate any: 
more troops than theyhavenow. Here there 
isalarge reservation right at the base of 
supplies. Every officer with whom I have 
talked is strongly in favor of locating a post 
here that can accommodate at least fourteen 
companies. Civilians do not generally un- 
derstand why it is that Jefferson Barracks 
has been so long neglected, but it is no secret 
inthe army. This post is the most important 
that comes under the /urisdiction of the Ad- 
jutant-General’s department,and all soldiers 
know how anxious this department has been 
to extendits power. Under present arrange- 
menisthe Department Commander has no 
authority over Jefferson Barracks, as it is 
simply arecruilting station. Consequently 
strong opposition in influential quarters has 
been made whenever it is proposed to make 
ita regular post. But present indications 
are that this opposition wlll cease, The great 
effort of the Washington authorities now ts to 
put a stop to desertions. The majority of de- 
sertions occur among newly enlisted men and 
the vicinity of a great city is a constant 
temptation. Here deserters can hide, but if 
recruits were at once sent to some remote 
part, say in Kansas or the Indian Territory

HE MAY NOT GET MORE THAN A DOZEN 
VOTES FROM 8ST. LOUIS. 


Mayor Noonan’s Threat to Discharge Dele- 
gates Holding City Offices Unless They 
Vote for Jones Is Proving Powerless to 
Stop the Stampede—Estimated Vote by 
Wards. 


Democratic politicians are at present en- 
gagingin predictions regarding the conven- 
tion which opens in Sedalia Wednesday 
morning. The convention will elect four 
delegates-at-large to the National Conven- 
tion. As soonasthis is done the convention 
will divide up into Congressional districts 


and elect two delegates from each. 
The State is entitled to._—ithirty- 
four delegates and they will all 
be chosen at the Sedalia Convention. 


There is much speculation just now as to 
whether the convention will let St. Louls 
have two delegates-at-large. The friends of 
C. H. Jones now see clearly that he cannot 
defeat Chairman OC. OC. Maffitt so far as the 
local vote ig concerned and they are using 


every infltence to create a sentiment 
throughout’ _‘ the State in favor of 
giving the city two of the 
four delegateships - at - large. They 


will certainly have a difficult time of it, as 
there are candidates in all parts of the State. 
Kansas City wants representation, as does 
Southwest Missouri, Northwest and South 
Missouri, The Southwest offers W. H. 
Phelps of Carthage. and State Committee- 
man John Delaney of Springfield. Northwest 
Missouri is booming State Senator C. F. 
Cochrane of the St. Joseph Gazette, and South 
Missouri wants Congressman Marsh Arnold. 
Central Missouri threatens to make a fight for 
Congressman Bland, If all these candidates 
are sprung St. Louis will have a very hard 
time indeed getting two of the at-large dele- 
gateships. The usual rule is to give the 
nomination to the St. Louis candidate having 
the strongest support from hiscity. If this is 
followed out Wednesday Chairman Mafiitt 
will have an easy time defeating the editor of 
the Republic. 

Saturday night’s caucus indicated very 
plainly that Maffitt had a large majority. Of 
the thirty-seven delegates who attended 
and promised their support to Mr. Mamfitt 
quite a number were elected on the Noonan- 
Dalton ticket. Oneof them made so bold as 
to make the statement, ‘‘Yes, I was elected 
on the Noonan ticket, but I do not intend ‘to 
send a carpet-bagger to represent us at the 
National Convention.’’ The spokesman was 
a Third Ward delegate. He also said that 
Noonan could never force his supporters to 
vote for Jones as against Mafiitt. 

ALL DESERTING JONES. 

St. Louls will have 56 votesin the conven- 
tion, and of this number Maffitt is expected 
to receive at least 45, leaving only 11 for 
Jones. Mayor Noonan, it appears, has.been 
requested by Jonesto hold the délegates in 
line, but it is now evident that a majority of 
the Noonan-Dalton delegates will support 
Mafmitt.

and, in perusing the record, the searcher 
finds that throughout there is no familiar 
name hecan recall but has a place inthe 
great gallery of illustrious actors, who, with 
the flight of years, crossed the Grand Opera- 
house stage.

OCEAN FLYERS. 


Movement to Purchase the City of Paris 
and City of New York. 


PHILAPELPHIA, Pa., May 9.—The question 
of the passage of the bill now pending in the 
National Senate for the acquirement of the 
ocean greyhounds , the City of Paris and the 
Oity of New York, is being generally discussed 
in shipping circles in this city. Speaking of 
the project, Mr. Higbee of the International 
Oo, admits the truth of the London despatch 
thatthe British admiralty has not received 
any communication from the Inman Line re- 
Sspectingtheir sale. ‘‘Weare awaiting the 
final adoption of the measure,’’ he said, 
**before making.any move inthe matter. If 
we dispose of our vessels tothe United States, 
we forfeit for the two about $100,000 as the 
British government has an advance on our 
subsidy.’’ 

Mr. Higbee would not say whether a direct 
offer had been made to the Cramps to supply 
an estimate forthe two proposed new ves- 
sels. Respecting the transfer of the City of 
New York and City of Paris he said:
